Week ended October 21, 1911. Diphtheria present in 2 localities 
with 5 cases, malaria in 3 localities with 16 cases, smallpox in 1 
county with 2 cases, tuberculosis in 6 localities with 8 cases, typhoid 
fever in 6 localities with 10 cases. 

Week ended October 28, 1911. Diphtheria present in 6 localities 
with 13 cases, malaria in 8 localities with 23 cases, tuberculosis in 
9 localities with 9 cases, typhoid fever in 5 localities with 10 cases. 

Week ended November 4, 1911. Diphtheria present in 3 localities 
with 4 cases, malaria in 3 localities with 23 cases, tuberculosis in 5 
localities with 7 cases, typhoid fever in 3 localities with 9 cases.
